ELOPING AT FOURTEEN. 


David A. Vanderveer isa rich farmer and mari-pit 
owner, at Manalapan. Monmoath county, N. J. His 
family consists of a wife and three daughters. The 
youngest of these, Annie Hunt Vanderveer, who looks 
to be fully eighteen years of age. although her parents 
claim that she is Jes than fourteen, brought sorrow to 
their home on Sanday evening. She eloped then with 
James McCormick, a farm-hand in her f.ther’s em- 
ploy. Heis about twenty-three years old and good- 
looking, but not educated. No child, it is said, ever 
had more indulgent parents. Her home was a good 
one in every respect, and she was never denied any 
pleasure. Only a few weeks ago she was entered at 
the Young Ladie3’ Seminary in Freebold for a special 
course in music and other accomplishments. No one 
suspected that there was any attachment between the 
couple. If they made love to each other they dod st 
cClandestinely. On Sunday evening she said she did 
not care to go to charch, and while the remainder of 
the family were at the services she packed two trunks 
with clothing and trinkets. McCormick had a horse 
and wagon in readiness, ard ina short time the cou- 
ple were on their way to Trenton. The drive is 
nineteen miles. The roads being heavy, travel issilow. 
and therefore the fleeing party did not arrive in Trea- 
ton until past midnight. The horse was covered with 
foam and the wagon was shattered, looking as if an 
accident had been met with. 

The elopers repaired to the National Hotel, stopped 
there during the remainder of the night. and the 
uext afternoon visited the house of Rector Neilson. on 
State street. The girl signed a necessary paper, certi- 
fying that she was over eighteen, and the minister 
soon pronounced them man and wife. While they 
were thus being united. Archibald Vandoren. a young 
man and a cousin of the girl, was in town seeking 
their arrest. He stated that the parents of the ciri 
were beart-broken over her escapade. They did not 
know that she had eloped until the next merning. 
whea neighbors informed them of the fact. The 
young man traced the couple to the National Hotel. 
where Sergt. Sweeney took them both in custody. on a 
warrant issued by Justice Bodine. McCormick was 
charged with abduction. Under a State law marriage 
with a girl less than eighteen years of age, against the 
will of her parents, isa misdemeanor panishable by 
imprisonment for five years, or by fine not exceed- 
ing $5,000, or both. McCormick confessed that be had 
run away with the child, and she admitted that she 
told the minister that she was of age. McCormick, 
not being able to give $1,000 ball. was sent to jail to 
await trial. The girl refused to accompany ber cousin 
to Manalapan. She wears a green cloth dress, and is 
a pretty vivacious and bright-eyed blonde.

-mock politeness requested a little of the sugar for him- 
self. Miss Morris paid no attention to the stranger, 
but kept right on filling the horse’s mouth with sagar. 
The horse was careful not to bite her ‘Singers off, and 
whisked his tail as evidence of his ability to endure the 
treatment indefinitely. 

Excuse me,” said the young man behind the eye- 
giass, “but this is my horse, mixs, and I claim the 
same attention for myself that you are giving bim.”

The ele 
phant will live a long time in captivity after be bas 
become accustomed io dry food, bat, like the cobbler's 
horse that was kept on soe-jegs, he is very apt to die 
before adapting himself to the diet. Elepbants have 
been known to live seventy-five years in Europe. In 
India, where they feed on green food, canes and the 
like, they often attain the age of ope -bundred and 
fifty. There is no proot of a longer. lease of life than 
this, though big stories are told of elephants turned 
loose after the name of some king had been inscribed 
upon their tusks being found again 300 or 400 years 
later. : ; 

“They're just like children. When I have them out 
in the morning for a dress rehearsal, they're as quick 
as cats, minding almost before the word is out of my 
mouth.

scribed for chills. Solid druzs are given in pilis. A 
pill eight inches in diameter and containing $% worth 
of quinine does the business fora cold, while a pepsin 
pill is given when one gets off his feed. I gave Juno 
over $30 worth of quinine in one fit of sickness. They 
don’t ike the pills as well as the whisky, and it’s a 
good deal of a job to get them down. The best 
way isto pot a pillon the end of astick, make them 
open their mouths, and shove it down befure they re 
ahze the situation. Sometimes we cut out the middle 
of a tarnip and put the drugs insiJe the vegetable, but 
like the bad child in the Sunday-school book. they ‘re 
very apt to ‘spit out the core.” Yes, elephants are 
queer creatures.”

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A QUADRUPLE TRAGEDY. | 


An Entire Family In North Carolina | 
- Murdered and the House 
’ Burned. 


The most brutal murder ever enacted in the mount- 
ats of North Carolina was perpetrated in the lovely 
valley of Hominy, fourteen miles west of Ashe- 
ville, X. C. April 4, 

A passing neighbor discovered the residence of Perrin 
Joyce, an aged citizen. in ashes, in the midst of which 
lay the charred remains of Mr. Joyce, seventy-three 
years old, his daughter, Margaret Joyce. thirty years 
old, Charles Joyce, a grandson, four years old, and a 
maiden lady, Mary Rice, fifty years old. ‘The alarm 
was immediately given, and the terrible news spread 
like wild-fire. Severel hundred excited citizens were 
soon on the scene. It gradually became apparent that 
the horrible tragedy was the work of human fiends, 
and the excitement became unhbounded. The coroner 
was sent fur, and, accompanied by a POLICE GAZETTE | 
correspondent, visited the scene. When within three 
miles of the locality the public roads were found 
almost literally lined with excited: mountaineers on 
foot. on horseback and in vehicles who were pushing 
on, prompted by curiosity or sympathy or a desire to 
aid in the investigation. Every class ot citizens was 
represented. 

In a beautiful little cove nestling ander Piszat Mount- 
ain was the scene of this horriblecrime. A jury was 
impaneled by Coroner Watson and immediately en- 
tered upon an investigation. Witnesses were sum- 
moned and many circumstances recited by them soon 
warranted the conclusion of murder. The charred 
remains of old Mr. Joyce and his family were found in 
exactly the places they were known by their neighbors 
to have occupied in the room. The house was a small 
trame building one and a half stories high, and Mr. 
Joyce was not accustomed to lock his door at night. 
He had a large sam.of money in his house, which fact 
was generally known among the neighbors. In accord- 
ance with these and other circumstances after a day’s 
session tbe jury rendered the following verdict: 

After a review of all the te8timony to be procured 
the Zury find that J. P. Joyce, Margaret Juyce, with 
Charley Joyce and Mary Rice.came to their death 
some time between the hours of $ o’clock Friday even- 
ing. April 3, and 5 o'clock Saturday worning, April 4, 
by being burned in their house, presuwably having 
been first murdered and the house fired to cover up a 
most foul and diabolical murder; the deed having 
been perpetrated by patties unknown to us.” 

During the investigation the excitement over the 
horrible crime became general, and wiicn finally the 
verdict was renJered the indignation of the citizens 
was almost undounded. The jury took the liberty to 
appoint thir-y picked men to ride the surrounding 
country in quest of the perpetrators, and this commit- 
tee was aided by scores of mounted mountaineers who 
scoured the country in all directions. 

While the evidence furnisbed by neighbors-does not 
implicate any one by name, the disappearance of cer- 
tain men who were working for tarmers near by bas 
led to the belief that their arrest is fally warranted by 
the circumstances, and this is the clew whic. is being 
followed. Others say there were suspicivus characters 
seen joitering in the neighborhooJ. and the mounted 
pursuers will take into custody any of these they may 
tind. The bodies were so charred that it was impossi- 
ble to tell whether the victims were shot down or 
stabbed; but diligent search is being made for weapons 
that may have-been thrown away by the n.urderers in 
their flight, and there isa possibility of finding more 
conclusive evidence on the persons of those arrested..

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A SAD MEETING. 
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The Chance Encounter of Father and Son in the 
Lodging-Room of a Station-House. 


iSubject of Illustration. 1 
About 7 o'clock, on the evening of April 6, an elderly 
man with a large growth of hair on his face and whose 
countenance betukened that he had seen better days, 
entered the Seventh precinct station-house, Brooklyn, 
and asked Sergeant Brown if he might stay there over 
night. He gave his name as James Stafford, fifty-eight 
years of age. A minute later another man entered 
and also applied tor lodgings. His face bore traces of 
dissipation and his clothing was tattered and torn. He 
also gave his name as James Stafford, and said he was 
twenty-eight year; of age. Sergeant Brown noticed 
that the two men bore a striking resemblance to each 
other, and called back the elderly one, who was on his 
way to the lodging-room. 
The sergeant asked the elder if he knew the man by 
his side. Almost immediately the old man attered an 
exclamation of joy and embraced the young person. 
‘Thef weré father and son and had been separated since 
the breaking out of the war. The son was hardly in- 
clined to believe that the man sianding by his side 
was his father,and so told him. The Iatter related 
the following story to the sergeant: “At the break- 
ing out of the war T joined the One Hundred and 
Twenty-fifth New York Infantry. This boy (pointing 
to his son) was three yearsold at the time. I had been 
separated from my wife. No correspondence ever 
Passed between us. When J returned to New 
York I learned for the first time that my wife 
had died during my absence, and thinking me dead 
had given the custody of the cbild to her sister. I lost 
all trace of the latter’s whereabouts. I made repeated 
efforts to find my son, but did not succeed. I re-en- 
tered the army, but was discharged about eight years 
ago, and’ have since been tramping the country and 
doiug odd jobs here and there in order to keep body 
and soul together.” 
The son sald that he had a faint recollection of going 
out West with a woman he called hisaunt. The latter 
died when he was fifteen years old and his uncle treated 
him cruelly. He ran away and went to Illinois where 
he remained several years and then went to Texas 
and other States. 
Father and son declined to lodge in the station-house 
and left together. 


HER TOES HAD RIITED AWAY. 


[Subject of Mustration.] 
A letter was received at the office of ‘the Society for 
the Prevention of Cruelty to Children on Sunday 
Stating that tbere was a casein Morrisania which de- 
manded immediate attention. Agent: Barkley was 
scnt to investigate it. At No. 931 East One Hundred 
and Fiftieth street, near Robbins avenue, he found 
Annie Debris, aged four years, who has evidently been 
the victim of the most inbuman neglect, and probably 
of abuse as well, for months past. The cbiid is said to 
be the natufal daughter of Elizabeth Debris and a man 
named A. Berger. The mother went to Philadelphia 
Dec. 5 last, leaving her child in charge of her brother 
Conrad and bis s ife Elizabeth. 
Neighbors say the couple beat the child: that they 
had scen Conrad beat il with « beavy stick, and that 
frequently thy saw the child limp out into the yard 
during the col jest weather with only a pair of stock- 
ings on her-feet. The child's feet are in a horrible 
condition, having been frozen and being mortified 
nearly to (he instep. All the toes of the right foot are 
gone, as are some on the leit foot and the great toe 
almost entirely destitute of tlesh, and the bone ts ex- 
posed. Mrs. Stout,a tenant of the house, had witnessed 
the child’s sufferings and had persuaded Annie to let 
her try to alleviate them. She told Agent Barkley that 
it was only with tbe greatest ¢ifficully that she suc- 
ceeded in removing an old pair of stockings from the 
girl’s fcet, and that flesh and some uf the toes came off 
with thecoverings. Annie was removed w the society's 
rooms and from there to the New York Hospital). The 
surgeons sent a certificate to Justice White at the 
Harlem Court stating that it would be at least a 
month before the child’s injuries would be cured and 
that the toes bad evidently rotted off. 

Conrad and his wife were arrested, and Supt. Jenkins 
and Agent Barkley appeared against them in the Har 
lem Court. Supt. Jenkins said it might be necessary 
to amputate both of the girl's lim»s, and that 1f blood- 
poisoning sbould occur her injuries might result fatal- 
ly. The prisoners said they did not consider them- 
selves to blame, because the child’s feet were sore 
when the mother left her with them, and that they 
had written several times to ber about her daughter’s 
condition, but could not get ber to return. Justice 
White held the accused for trial.

The appointed trysting-place, according to agreement, 
Between John L. Sullivan and Paldy Ryan, was crowded with 
Sporting men who had assembled in the expectation of witnessing 
the champion puzilist of the world and the Chicago ex-champion 
arrange a match t» contend for the campion diamond belt and a 
purse of $2.50). Atl P.M. the streets around the b:iliing were 
thronged with sporting men eager to see the two high contracting 
partics, among them the following: Charley Mitchcll, the cha:n- 
pion of Tazland: William Mulloon, the champion wrestier; Billy 
Edwards, Al. Powers, Wm. F. McCoy, Frank Stevenson, Capt. 
James C. Daly, Harry Mart:n, Mike Donovan, E. F. Mallahan, Los 
Cartis, Boh Smith, and a host of others. 

At2 P.M. Padly Ryan, dressed in a neat-fitting black suit, kid 
gloves and walkinz cane, avpeared. He was accompanied by Col. 
J.P. Vidvard, of Chicago, and James Patterson. Aftcr shaking hands 
all srouni Ryan sail: ‘Iam here to arrange the match. Will 
Sullivan be here?” And be alded, after glancing at the diamond 
dele : “All I want is to meet Sullivan, for I am certain 1 can defeat 
bim.” 

After waiting abou’ half an hour, neithcr Sullivan nor Patsy 
Sheppard arrived, and the sporting men became anxious. William 
E. Harding, Oiniing th»t the champion had not arrived, said: °‘It is 
pot mecessary for Sullivan to be présént’ te arrange this mat-b. 
He authorized me to act for him if he failed tocome. Here is an 
agreement which, if Ryan approves, will setile ali argument.”

The wioner shall reecive, in addition 
to the purse and helt, two-thirds of all excursion moneys, the loser 
to receive one-third. 

In pursuance of this azreement the sum of $2,500 is now deposited 
in the hands of Harry Hill, of New York, whe shall be final staxe- 
bolder. The referee to be chosen on the ground. In case of magis- 
terial in:erference the ref-r-e, if appointed, or the representative 
of the donor of purse and beit. if not, shall name the next time and 
place of meeting, if possible om the same day or in the same week, 
and either party failing to appear at the time and place specified by 
that official, to forfeit all claims to the excursion money. 

Tue purse and belt not to be given up until fairly won or lost, 
according to the decision of the referee.

The eontest to be 
decided at Turn Hall, East Fourth street, New York,on Thursday 
evening, April 16, 1885, ‘“‘Police Gazctte’ rules to govern, 
and both athictes to wear tight-fitting shirts. The referee to 
be selected from the audience and to be a person thoroughly posted 
in regard to the rules. The sum of $10) a side is now posted with 
Richard K. Fox, who shall be final stakeholder. The second and 
final deposit of $150 a side to be posted at the Pouce Gazerrs 
office on Saturday, April 11, 1885, and the party, failing to post the 
final deposit to forf-it the moncy. In pursuarice of this agreement 
we hereby attach our names.

Pendragon, in the “Referee,” just to hend, says: 
*¢ What is che reason why natives of other couatrics, especially if 
they be countries which contain our own ficsh and blood, and — 
which pursue sports the same or similar to our own, are always 20 
dclighted to hear of the English being beaten? The United States 
of Amcrica offor a standing example of this sort of thing, New 
Yorkers, Bostonians, and Chicagoans in particular being more 
picased a* a British defeat than they are at any of their own vio- 
tories. ‘Sometimes this eagerness to rilicule and revile the 
mother country is nothing short of ludicrous in its effects. When 
Hanlan. almost unknown. came here and beat, first Hawdon, and 
then Elliott, the United States papers in the lump claimed bim as 
their fellow-countryman, and crowed aloud over the defeat of this 
played-out old country. But when Hanlan gqt beaten in the re- 
gatta held on the Seckonk river some while afterward, he became 
British subject at once, to be rehabilitated and a true American 
once more during his second series of victories-here in England. 
Hanlan's very extensive popularity on this side did-him no good in 
the States, as was shown very conclusively hy what was said about 
him when the news arrived as to his having been beaten in Aus- 
tralia.”

The m:n were Knocked down alternately 
and scveral times went down together. The third round was much 
the same, only that in their anger they committed many fouls. 
Both went down half a dozen times iu the ſourth round, and were 
weak and groggy when time wus called. Haas was then bleeding 
frecly from the nose. In the fifth round Kenny's strength wis 
superior,-and he pounded Haas all around the ring, and was finally 
declared the winner. 

John Fernandcz and J. H. Robinson met to compete for the mid- 
dle-weight honors. They were like mowing-machines. They 
sluzged from the start, but Robinson was the stronger, and he 
kvocked Fernandez down four times in the first rouod. In the 
second round, Fernandez was groggy, but game. He attempted to 
rally, but Robinson floored him by a sledgc-hammer blow, and 
Fernandez, who was almost knocked out, gave up the fight. 

Philip Hatter and W. Patten met in the heavy-weight competi- 
tion. They are giants in size and strength. They slugged with s 
vim, ani Hattcr hit Patten so hard that he fell from the force of the 
blow. Then Hattcr hit Patten on the jaw, and Patten fell to the floor. 
In the third round Hatter sent in heavy blows fast and furious, one 
of which landed on the point of Patten’s jaw, and Patten fell. 
When he arose he was dazed, and staggered to his chair, and gave 
up the fight.

His Thoughts, Opinions and Expres- 
sions on Matters of Sport- 
ing Interest. 


There are 1,915 trotters with records of 2:30 or bet- 
ter, 503 of which have r.cords of 2:25 or better, 129 with records 
of 2:15 or better, 12 with records of 2:15 or better, and 2 with rec- 
ords of 2:10 or better. Of these, in the 2:30 list, 874 are geldings, 
667 mares and 371 stallions. Of these 989 are bays, 316 chestnuts, 
187 browrs, 187 blacks. 165 grays, 45 roans, 10 whites, 10 duns, 4 
Spotted, 1 blue and 4 unknown colors. Thcre are 380 pacing- 
horses with records of 2:30 or better, 176 in 2:250r better, 55 in 
2:20 or better, 16 in 2:15 or better, an 1 in 2:10 or bettcr. Of the 
pacers there are 251 geldings, 102 mares and 27 stallions. In color 
there are: bars, 162; chestnuts, 71; grays, 50: blacks, 32; browns 
39; roans, 26; duns, 8; spotted, 1, and 1 of unknown color.

There are 224 trotters to enter the 2:30 list, 56 making 
Pecords of 2:25 or better, 2 of 2:20 or betttr. One hundred and 
eleven horses lowered their recor.is in 1884. Seventy-eight trotters 
in 2:25 or bettcr, 19 {2 2:20 or better, 5 in 2:15 or better and 2 in 
2:10 or better. Fifty-cizht pacers dropped into the 2:30 list, 28 in 
the 2:25 or better. 8 in 2:20 of better and 1 in 2:18 or bettcr. Thir- 
team four-year-old trotters went in 2:30 or begter before the public, 
while 5 of them made records of 2:23 or better and 2 better than 
2:20. The three-year-olds made records oi 2:30 or better, but none 

- lower than 2:25. After reviewing the above, I find that ont of a 
complement of $80 pacers, we have 16 with records of 2:15 and bit- 
ter and only 12 trotters out of 1,915. From this it is evident that the 
pacer’s is the faster gait. In color we find that the bays predom- 
inate ia both pacer and trotter, chestnuts taking second place, 
while with the pacers the grays and off-colors are mere numerous 
fa proportion to the number of horses. The geldings are largely in 
the lead, with the stallions in the minority. The year 1884 will 
long be remembered as one of record-smashing, and it will also 
go down in history as the first year in which two four-year-olds 
made records better than 2:20, namely—Sallic Benton, 2:17% (the 
best for the age) and Elvira, 2:18.

The Temperance Committee of the Legis- 
lature, at Hartford, Conn., reported a bill to cover all 
the changes proposed in tbe matter of duties of offi- 
cers specially designated to’ prosecute violators of the 
liguor license law. It provides that each county shall 
be divided into districts and prosecuting agents ap- 
pointed in each. No agent shall be removed without 
a hearing. Any person having an annual income of 
$1,000 from a public office shall not be cligible to ap- 
pointment. The agent is given grand jurors’ powers, 
and must visit each town not less than four times 
yearly. Upon his written direction, approved by the 
County Commissioners, any policeman or constable 
must examine into alleged violations cf law. Each 
agent may assist in prosecutions in the Superior Court 
as counsel for the State, and shall be connected in any 
proposed settlement, continuance, or withdrawal. He 
must keep a docket of his cases and report monthly to 
tbe County Commissioners. In place of the fees now 
allowed the agents will be paid an annual salary, to be 
fixed by the County Commissioners at the rate of $100 
for each 3,000 population, and his actual traveling ex- 
penses. The County Commissioners are required to 
pay to the county treasurer fifteen insteail of five per 
cent. of the license money.
